Bigger Than the Sun. 

A minute parallax oi about one-six- 
tieth of a second of arc lound for 
Arcturus by Dr. Elkin gave a most 
astounding result. This small paral¬ 
lax implies a distance from the earth 
equal to about 12.000,000 times the 
sun's distance. This vast distance 
would produce a diminution of light of 
about thirty-five and one-fourth mag¬ 
nitudes, so that the sun placed at the 
distance of Arcturus would be reduced 
to a star of only nine and three-fourtbs 
magnitude. It would nut Le visible 
with an opera glass. Arcturus is 
therefore in round numbers nine and 
one-half magnitudes, or over 0,000 
times brighter than the sun would fi¬ 
at the same distance. Assuming the 
same density and brightness of sur¬ 
face as the sun. the diameter of Arc- 
turus would there ft are l>e about sev-

Many note the decease and attend the 
funeral obsequies of those who have long 
been prominently before the public, but 
the real mourners are always those, who, 
from ties of kinship or affection, miss the 
presence that has helped to brighten their 
lives.

A lingering illness of years, and a dis¬ 
tressing sickness, at the last, had kept 
Mrs. Linton from the society of her 
friends but she was not forgotten by them 
as the attendance at her funeral plainly 
indicated, l’astor Cressy. a faithful friend 
who does not forget the sick and the liv¬ 
ing, spoke the fitting word and the Wom¬ 
an's Relief Corps of (Quincy—of which 
Mrs. Linton was a number—assisted in 
paying the last tribute to the deceased.

It is to be noted also that in New Eng¬ 
land we have the spectacle of a monopoly 
w hich iias reduced rates voluntarily, both 
freight and passenger, and the passenger 
reductions were made against the riled 
protests of both qualified monopoly and 
n"n-monopoly. and we may add in passing 
that lioth were later compelled to lower 
rates themselves 

In a bro»il generality based upon the 
foregoing returns, perhaps the last of the 
k;nd that will be available in New Eng¬ 
land we see that railway monopoly meas¬ 
ured bv the test of public service as ex¬ 
pressed in reduction of rates, comes out 
-omewhat ahead of qualified monopoly 
and a good deal ahead of non-mouopol). 
Were quality ot public service and main¬ 
tenance of plant considered, “monopoly" 
represented by the New Haven would 
undoubtedly be still further in advance. 
It Is the more striking as the New Haven 
has had all but dominate influence over 
legislation iu Connecticut and Rhode 


Shoe Industry. 

A w idespread belief is reported to pre¬ 
vail that business iu boot and shoe circles 
I must improve during the next month, but 
j the trade seems inclined to let that im¬ 
provement come through outside influ- 
| cnees. Shoe wholesalers are putting off 
j buying for fall .one of the means of de- 
| v eloping business) in anticipation of low¬ 
er prices either as a result of tariff con¬ 
ditions. or because lack of orders will 
1 ause the manufacturers to make conces¬ 
sions to keep their factories open and 
hold customers. 

l’rcsent factory work Is confined to fin¬ 
ishing contracts and meeting mail orders 
for immediate delivery. Business with 
factories Is very uncertain, and were it 
not that some had orders for fall lines 
which call for June and July delivery 
closing would be in order as present runs 
are over 

Travelling salesmen are picking up 
some business, but the quantity Is limited. 
Small fall orders for medium and fine- 
grade goods for men are being obtained. 
Women's w ear has been more In demand, 
and sales increase. The call for white 
canvas for summer is lieginning and cut¬ 
ting is now in progress. 

The present call on manufacturers is 
for suedes in greens and black, in oxfords 
aDd pumps, snd bronze is a close second. 
The demand for tan Russia calf continues 
to demonstrate the lasting popularity of 
the brown shoe. The novelties are in¬ 
cluded in the orders, being required to 
help brighten up shoe windows. 

While “bronze” leather goods continue 
to attract attention, and are responsible 
for considerable business which other- 
w ise would not have developed, sentiment 
regarding the leather is varied. Some 
believe it to be only a temporary fad 
caught up on an empty and dragging mar¬ 
ket. and not to last beyond Easter. Yet 
almost every manufacturer of women's 
shoes is reported to be cutting bronze 
calf or kid for immediate delivery. Sales¬ 
men insist on carrying samples and are 
obliged to because their customers are 
asking about It: yet they are nbt ready to 
declare bronze leather a fixture for the 
season. 

In spite of this it has been predicted 
tiiat bronze shoes shoes will have a run of 
a year and even more. —Boston Transcript.

85 YEARS OLD. 

Unusual Event Celebrated by Henry 
F. Bicknell of East Weymouth. 

In travelling the old road from the 
lower or Commercial square, in East 
Weymouth, toward Iliugham, ones at¬ 
tention is. soon called to a little sheet of 
water or reservoir on the left and then to 
a neat old-style white house about a hun¬ 
dred feet back from the street on tlie 
j light, and all roads led to this house last 
I Friday afternoon and evening. 

The house of which we write was built 
, by Zachariah B^knedl iu 1S03 and later it 
was occupied bV his son James Bicknell, 
who married a Nancy Wilder of Ilinghnm 
and five children came to them iu this 
home, one of whom is the subject of this 
sketch and the only survivor, Henry F. 
Bicknell, who was born March 20, 1S24 
and has always occupied the place of his 
birth, and now blind with the infirmities 
of age, has a faithful attendant in his 
granddaughter Edith Reed. 

The celebration of Mr. Bickneli's Sltli 
birthday was an informal atl'air without 
special invitation but it was an open 
house from 3 to 1 ami from 7 to 1) ami 
during these hours hundreds of people 
came with tokens of regard and cheerful 
greetings and among the tokens was a 
purse of gold from Crescent Lodge, l.O. 

• i. F.. of which he is tlie oldest member 
and also a past N. G. 

Mr. Bicknell was also one of the found¬ 
ers of tlie Congregational society and is 
still a regular attendant upon its services, 
lie also has an honorary membership in 
Orphans Hope Lodge’ A.F.41A.M.: l’ent- 
alpha Chapter, li.A.M.; ami South Shore 
Commandery Knights Templar. 

The old district school near his home 
was where lie acquired his knowledge 
and the little old shoe shop his trade, lie- 
coming an expert shoe worker while a 
mere lad and was for many years engaged 
iu manufacturing which lie abandoned in 
| tile Mis of the last century and then for 
about twenty years conducted a grocery 
I business. 

Iu 1*41 Mr. Bicknell married Miss 
Betsy C <iur of Hingham ami three 
children were the fruit of this marriage. 
The wife and children one by one were 
gathered to the “great home” but there 
; are left four grandchildren and seven 
great grandchildren.

ON THE FARM. 

Take w«>rk ea«y during the lirst few 
days i>r weeks of spring , 

Make a Itiindle of last year's mistakes 
and plow them under deep. 

Inspect the cellar often, and never allow 
any animal or vegetable matter to decay 
there. 

The new-horn colt must have milk dur- 
ing the tirst half hour of its life, or the 

chances are it w ill «lle. 

Get out of the notion of making “iieds” | 
in vour garden. Long rows are best. | 
Then the horse or the wheel hoe can do , 

most of the work. , 

In the very early spring is the best time 
to make a new lawn, and to repair an old 
one. Fertilizer should be applied to grass 
plots which have been established a few 
years, and thin portions should he re¬ 
seeded. If seed lias been sown in the fall 
for a new lawn, watch carefully this 
spring, and reseed those places where the 
tirst seeding fails to come up. 

Asa rule all compact clay soils may he 
greatly benefited by the application of one 
ton of lime per acre, just after breaking 
up, either in fall or spring, and thorough¬ 
ly mixed with the earth. Lime should 
not he applied with mauure of any kind, 
hut the latter (manure) may he applied 
a top dressing and worked in by cultiva 
tion of the crop. »*ne application of lime 
every live years is usually sufficient. 

Such vegetable crops as potatoes, beans, 
tomatoes, sweet corn, etc., can he grown 
between the rows of trees in the newly- 
planted peach orchard. Even a crop of 
the common dent corn may he produced 
in the orchard without injury to the trees, 
provided the corn is not, planted nearer to 
the trees than 4 feet. Tiie fertilizer for 
the trees should also be applied early and 
not at the time of the corn planting. 

A news telegram from Harrisburg, l’a., 
says : “It will cost the state in the neigh¬ 
borhood of 875,000 to stamp out the foot 
and mouth disease among the cattle, which 
was brought into Pennsylvania by an in¬ 
fected cow from the Buffalo cattle pens, 
and which spread with lightning-like 
rapidity through about fourteen counties. 
The State Live Stock Sanitary Board, 
under Dr. Leonard Pearson, put forth the 
most strenuous efforts to subdue the dis¬ 
ease, and the result is that today finds it 
almost eradicated. 

The farmer has cut down ami grubbed 
out many a tine tree in the Held because it 
occupied a little room and he hail to work 
around it. Leave them for ornament and 
to shade the stock. Don't deface 1 he 
beautiful country for a dollat or two that 
may he had from the soil occupied by one 
of nature's grand productions. Better 
leave such trees to the children rather 
than a few extra dollars. 

The cows must have their feed at regu¬ 
lar intervals and of a quality ami quantity 
adapted to their requirements ami they 
must lie milked regulatly. No slipshod 
method of dealing with the milk or cream 
is ever profitable. It should he separated 
or strained and set a wav to cool as soon 
as possible after milking ami the cream 
churned w hen properly ripeoed ami at the 
right temperature. 

In order that we may maintain the sup¬ 
ply of humus and tlius preserve the fer¬ 
tility of the soil, it is essential that on all 
tillable lands that we adopt a rotation of 
crops. A much larger proportion of our 
land should he in permanent pasture. It 
is easy for a farmer to adopt a rotation on 
the portion of his laud that is under till¬ 
age, but the adoption of a rotation neces¬ 
sarily involves some branch of animal 
feeding in order to utilize the clovers ami 
grasses which form so essential a'part of 
the rotation. Growing and feeding live 
stock will avail but little uuless the man¬ 
ure is carefully saved, both liquids and 
solids, and applied regularly.

Often in a fine orchard we find one or 
more trees leaning over so far as to des¬ 
troy the beauty of the whole orchard. It is 
also much more difficult to cultivate around 
a leaning tree. This trouble may easily 
be remedied when the trees are young by 
partly digging up and replanting them. 
The roots will be found smallest on the 
side from which the tree leans; therefore 
these roots should be loosened from the 
earth, and the tree set in a perpendicular 
position, and carefully fastened by stakes 
and guys, and the earth replaced around 
the roots. It would be well to add some 
rich compost to promote this growth.

Spring Fashions.

“Thcrs is a change in the 
waistline and a surprise in some of the 
imported skirts—they are growing wider

always so important In the new gowns, 
they arc soon to inarch before us in a 
long, long procession. 

“(if course there is a surprise in the 
hats. From the overtrimmed conspicu¬ 
ous winter Hat we have the imported 
spring hat, a model of simplicity. Among 
the millinery novelties is a graceful liat 
made of French pique. It is not designed 
to wear solely with morning dresses— 
oh. dear, no! It is a model regarded as 
quite the proper thing to wear with elab¬ 
orate costumes. For trimming there is a 
simulated bunch of grapes, each grape 
covered with pique, aud also a group of 
white wings. Another French hat shows 
the verv new two-story crown.” 


There is nothing to indicate improve¬ 
ment in the general situation of the boot 
ami shoe trade. New England factories 
are no better provided with work than 
they were a few w eeks ago. Some orders 
are being received; the sale of shoes to 
wholesalers or others lias not stopped, by 
any means, but where in other years 
wholesalers have given orders for tens of 
thousands, this year orders are for a few 
hundreds. Already cutting has been con¬ 
cluded in some factories, and the work of 
making may be sufiieient to keep the plants 
running through this month without new 
business, but beyond that there is no 
promise. The trade is still trying to look 
smilingly, and such good humor is worth 
much in keeping up confidence and pre¬ 
venting a worse state of affairs. 

In ne cw nalan crceo manulac- 
tories. those making heavy shoes for nun 
report no improvement, ('alf boots are 
not in demand, and calf shoes are ordered 
only in moderutt-sized quantities. Slip¬ 
per makers are not as busy as they should 
be. and tin y are trying to impress on their 
customers the need of forestalling the 
more active days Makers of womens 
shoes have supplied the trade sufficiently 
for the i resent with staple goods anil are 
working principally on novelties. Thus 
the New England trade waits 

In the Middle West there are factories 
which are hav ing better success. Chicago 
salesmen are .'ending to their factories or¬ 
ders double tlie size of those secured a 
year ago. St. Louis salesmen are report¬ 
ing good orders both for fall stocks and 
immediate spring and summer goods, aud 
manufacturers are anticipating a long run 
on staple goods. It is evident from this j 
that the buying public in that part of the 
country has money to use and expects to 
use it, and that the salesmen are finding 
the best means of meeting the require¬ 
ments of the trade. 

It is very evident that much of tip 1 pres¬ 
ent activity in New England factories is 
directly due to the hearty way in which 
the “bronze shoe” fail has been taken up 
by the trade, for in spite of personal or 
professional opinions held by mannfact 
urers as to its lasting qualities, they are 
doing all they can to make bronze leather 
shoes for immediate delivery, and they are 
not opposed to carrying some leather in 
stock. Retailers, also, have become in- 
noculatc l with the disea'e and are show¬ 
ing by their windows that they want their 
customers to buy bronze leather shoes 
One argument put forward in favor of 
the goldcu bronze kid leather now being 
used in shoes for women is that it supplies 
a beautiful and harmonious contrast for 
almost any kind or color of gown worn. 
It fits perfectly with browns of all shades 
and lias a pleasing effect when contrasting 
with blues or gravs. Such qualifications 
for popularity \v ill help to turn the tide 
of doubters toward the new leather and a 
run like that of Russia calf would not he 
surprising 

There is an increasing demand for 
colored shoes. The bronze shoe is first 
mentioned, and then green and black 
suedes. Russia calf are growing strength 
New York retailers who ought not to be 
easily disturbed, are reported surprised 
“at the sudden coll for colored shoes 
and more tans are seen on the streets 
there than is usual at this lime of the year

The government is right in the midst of 
the harvest of a most unique crop at its 
experimental station near Arlington, just 
across the Potomac from that city, where 
a corps of laborers in charge of trained 
foresters are preparing for the annual free 
distribution of 100,000 basket willow cut¬ 
tings. 

Code Sam is encouraging the growing 
of liiuh grade willow rods in this country 
ami in the five years since the establish¬ 
ment of t lie holts at Arlington approxi¬ 
mately a half million select cuttings have 
been distributed amoug farmers, with di¬ 
rections for planting and preparing for 
market. Particular attention is given to 
selecting the varieties and strains best 
suited to the soil where the plantings w ill 
lie made 

Willowcraft is an industry w hich is con¬ 
stantly growing in importance in this 
country, yet the culture of basket willow 
in the United States made very little pro¬ 
gress until five or six years ago. Even 
now, practically all of the best grades of 
basket willow are Imported from Europe, 
chiefly from France. European manu¬ 
facturers compete keenly for the best pro¬ 
ducts in tbeir countries, and until recently 
only the inferior rods were sent to Amer¬ 
ica where they have been bought at three 
times the price- quoted for similar stock 
a few '-years ago. Experiments have 
shown that the best grades of willow can 
be grown in this country at a good profit, 
an ! farmers are turning their attention to 
its culture more and more each year. 

This year’s harvest began early in March 
Four approved varieties are being sent 
out, and only the best and most thrifty 
rods are selected for distribution. The 
management of the holts and work of 
free dfsWlbution of cuttings is charged 
to the' United States Forest Service. 
Cuttings for experimental planting and 
information on management of the w illow 
holts are furnished those who make the 
request of the Forester at Washington. 

The government recognizes the import¬ 
ance of good cuttings, a point more com- 
monlv overlooked than the matter of cul¬ 
tivation. Only the best and most thrifty 
rods are selected for cacti season's distri- 
| bution. *7H produce a desirable grade of 
| rods it is rciv important to select plant- 
I in g stock not only from thoroughly tes 
i ted varieties, but the cuttings should be 
taken from the tallest, perfectly straight, 

; cylindrical, branchless, and fully mature 
rods. High grade basket w illows can be 
j raised only by being sure that the cuttings 
: planted ^are from parent stock above the 
l average. The policy of the Forest Serv¬ 
ice is to increase the number of import 
, ant basket willows and determine their 
value under different soil and climatic con 
dilions, and as the final tests of new var 
: ieties are completed, those proved to be 


“Our aim should be not to handicap the 
street railways in their efforts to grow 
aud develop the communities they serve. 
The welfare and progress of the state re¬ 
quires that a number of new links be 
added here and there to complete the gen¬ 
eral network and carry prosperity to sec¬ 
tions that have not as yet felt the pulsa¬ 
tion of modern progress. It is evident 
that in order that matters may be right 
the street railways must prosper, no less 
than the interests they serve. In order 
that proper service and equipment may he 
maintained and much-needed extensions 
built, capital must be available for these 
properties, and who wants to invest 
money where there is no prospect of re¬ 
turns? 

“There has been a belief, apparently 
well founded, that many street railway 
properties have been overcapitalized in 
the zeal to make profits from the building 
and selling of them, thus compelling roads 
to pay dividends on a swollen capitaliza¬ 
tion. But w hue companies pay no divi¬ 
dends to their stockholders, as is said to 
he tiie case with 39 roads in this state, 
the blame certainly cannot be laid to divi¬ 
dends. The assertion that street railway 
are being taxed too severely is at least 
worthy of careful consideration."—Spring 
field Mass. Union.

The little boy took the child 
home and it was brought up and eventu¬ 
ally blossomed Into no less than Sir 
Thomas Gresham, who built the Royal 
Exchange. The prosperous merchant, 
to hand down to posterity the incident 
which saved his life, took the grasshop¬ 
per for his crest and that is the reason 
why that insect is placed, as everyone 
can see, over the Royal Exchange of 
London.

Every owner or keeper of a dog of three months 
old or over, shall annually on or betore the thirtieth 

day of April cause to be registered, numbered, 
described and Bernard i r >ne vear tr rn the first 

day of the ensuing May in the office of the clerk of 
the city or town wherein sai i dog is kept, and shall 
cause it to wear around its neck a ci ar distinctly 
marked with its owner’s name and its registered 
number. 

An owner of a dog may at any time have it li¬ 
censed until the fir>t day of the ensuing Mav.anda 
person becoming the owner or keeper of a dog alter 
the first day of May. not duly licensed, snail cause 
it to be registered, numbered, described and licensed 
as provided in the preceding section. 

the fee for r%rry llrensr shall be fwo dollars 
for a male dog and live dollars for a female dog. 

Whoever keeps a dog contrary to the provisions 
of this chapter shall forfeit fifteen dollars, five of 
which shall be paid to the complainant and ten 
dollars to the treasurer of the county in which the 
dag is kept. 

Every owner or keeper of dogs kept tor breeding 
purposes may receive annually *i special license 
authorizing him to keep such dogs upon the premi¬ 
ses described in said license. When the number of 
dogs so kept does not exceed five, the tee tor such 
license shall be lwral>*«ve dollars. v»hrn ’.he num¬ 
ber ol Jo?* 50 kept exceeJs five, the tee shall be 
Ilfljr 4 oll,n. and no fee -*hail be required for the 
doi*s of such owner or keeper, under the u<e jf six 
months. 

Any owner or keeper of a :!'*o not duly licensed, 
which become* three months old after the thirtieth 
day of April in any year, shall, whenever it is three 
months old, cause it to be registered, numbereo.de- 
scribed and licensed until the first day of the ensu¬ 
ing May, aslprovided in section eighty of chapter 
one hundred and two of the Public Statutes, and 
shall cause it to wear around its neck a collar dis¬ 
tinctly marked with .ts owner's name and its regis¬ 
tered number.

Women's 
auxiliaries to the farmers' institutes and 
homemakers’ clubs are taking tip the prob¬ 
lem of making home life on the farm more 
attractive. There is a boys and girls’ or¬ 
ganization for the purpose of interesting 
young people in agriculture and the farm 
home. 

In earing for the hotbed, the construc¬ 
tion of which has been several times des- , 
cribed in these notes, frequent watering 
should he given, as the artificial heat 
generated uses up more moisture than 
would be required under open soil con¬ 
ditions. on bright, warm flays the sasli 
may lie raised during the day to allow 
things to cool ofl' and give ventilation. 

The farmer who is overstocked in wit¬ 
ter is almost sure to turn his cattle on 
iiis pasture too early in the spring, and 
tliis generally results in short pasture all 
summer, and consequently the stock do 
not thrive as they ought: and in addition, 
the land which should lie greatly benefited 
and enriched is injured, for the develop¬ 
ment of the roots in the soil must corres¬ 
pond with that of the tops, and if the lat¬ 
ter are constanly cropped short the roots 
must be small. 

It is only natural that a bright, wide 
awake boy, finding the farming on the 
place carried’on in the same old humdrum 
way with nothing new or interesting,

and run away. In order to conteract this 
: tendency what kind of a plan would it he 
: this year to get a few ears of thorough-

, grain and let the lad make a careful test 
with it, sowing or planting equal areas

In 1S7S Ui.fHiO of the Zulus attacked 
and killed a regiment of British sol- j 
diers, and a most heroic deed was the 
attempt made by three British sol- i 
diers to save the two Hags, or colors, 
belonging to the regiment. 

When it was seen that the Zulus | 
were so many that there was no hope 
of keeping them at bay the colonel of 
the British regiment called to a young j 
officer whose name was Lieutenant 
Mel v ill and said. “You will take 
charge of the colors, Mclvill, anil trj - 
to get away from here.” 

The lieutenant saluted and took into j 
his hands the two colors of his regi- | 
ment.

They were at once seen by the keen < 
sighted Zulus, however, and after a 
long chase the three gallant English- ! 
men, fighting to the last, were killed ; 
by the enemy. 

Some time afterward one of the flags 
was found near a rocky stream, where , 
the heroes had fought and died, and j 
It was taken to England and presented j 
to Queen Victoria. 

And in memory of the throe brave | 
soldiers who had died while defending 
It the qneeen placed a wreath of iin- : 
mortelles on the staff which held the 
flag.—London Mall.

The bar association records Itself In 
the canons ss being opposed to a lawyer . 
j communicating upon a subject of contro- t 
versy with s pereon represented by conn- 
< 11 , but itiai dealings should be had only 

with coiiiicll and never with a principal. 
There 1- aNo a declaration against a law¬ 
yer pnreha-ing any Interest in the subject , 
matter of litigation which he is conduct¬ 
ing Mon.-v of a client or other trust 
property coming Into poe-esslou of coun¬ 
cil never should t.e commingled with pro- 
pert\ owned top the lawyer, but. should 
t»e kept separate and distinct from his 
personal fund-. 

As to doing business for contingent 
fees, the bar association'". canons say : 

“A client may have a meritorions pause 
of action and vet have no other means 
w ith which to pay the fees of council. 

In such a ease it is proper for a lawyer 
to agree that he will make no charge for 
his services unless the litigation proves 
successful. To this extent contingent 
fis-s may properly l>e contracted for. 
Hut it is not proper for council to con¬ 
tract with the client either at the time In¬ 
is retained or subs* qUenlly that in- shall 
receive for his services a certain fract¬ 
ional part or percent «»r the amount recov¬ 
ered. 

“The evil tendencies of such dealings 
with the client are plain. They tend to 
promote litigation and to degrade the 
practice of the law from an honorable 
profession to a money-getting trade: they 
involve a transaction between council and 
client in w hich their interests are opposed 
In w hlcb the lawyer's knowledge and ex¬ 
perience give him an advantage, and in 
which lie is tempted to overreach the 
client: a speedy settlement may yield the 
lawyer a return out of all proportion to 
the labor expended, and this may tempt 
him to advise sucli a settlement for liis 
..wn benetit and against the real iuterest 
of liis client, moreover, the lawyer be- 
comos to all Intents and purposes a party 
in tin- cause, which impairs liis capacity 
to advise wisely and exposes him to all 
tin- temptations to which parties are 
exposed to be unfair or dishonorable in 
tlie preparation and trial of their cases.'

Braving the Perils of a South 
Polar Winters Night. 

FIERCE FURY OF THE GALE. 

Adventures of a Party of Explorers In 

a Journey Over the Broken Pack 

Ice—The Solid Wail of Wind That 

Flanked a Friendly Iceberg. 

The arctic explorer has always had 
hardship and danger enough, but the 
antarctic discoverer has fur more ter 
rible conditions to meet. Luckily he 
meets them with all the equipment I 
and method that arctic exploration has , 
taught mankind. Yet they are most 
dangerous, us the story of those who 
have lived through the south polar 
winter night can testify. One of the 
experiences of Bemacchl on the cruise 
of the Southern (Toss some years 
ago shows what an antarctic gale ] 
means. 

lie nnd a comrade. Klllfsen, started 
out on a short sledge Journey to carry 
provisions from one camp to another. 
It was In September, and the broken 
Ice pack over which they .:ust travel 
was hut a foot and a half thick and ■ 
likely to brenk In pieces afresh or pile ! 
up In deadly masses at the mercy of 
the sen nnd wind. The two men had 
three sledges and eighteen dogs. They 
had hardly started liefore the wind 
rose and n gale threatened. Halfway 
to their destination there was an Ice¬ 
berg Imbedded In the pack Ice. and 
they hastened to reach this before the 
storm should break. 

For five hours they tolled over the 
Ice, the wind gradually rising. The 
gale broke in fury Just ns they reach¬ 
ed the Iceberg, under whose lee they 
pitched a tlnv silk tent. Into which 
they crawled after having f**<l their 
dogs as best they could. Hour after 
hour the wind raged, anil the tlier- 
noineter went to 9 degrees below zero. 
The snow drifted over nml Into the 
tent. Sleep was Impossible. 

The explorers, who had met typhoons 
in the China sens and cyclones In the 
tropics, found by the aneroid as well 
ns by their own sensations that this 
gale surpassed them nil. Worst of all. 
It seemed ns lf the Ice xvas beginning 
to crack. They knew well thnt the 
Iceberg which protected them from the 
full force of the storm was the most 
dnngerous place possible In other 
ways, as the Ice was sure to separate 
first Immediately round the l*erg, 
throwing tent, men and dogs Into the 
ley seas. The cracking of lee xvas now 
to be heard above the roar of the 
wind. They dared not stay In their 
shelter. 

A little to the east, Bcrnacchl re¬ 
membered, was a cave In the Ixxly of 
the Iceberg. Once In thnt. they would 
not at least be precipitated Into the 
sea, even If they were carried away. 
Iceberg and nil. It was so dark thnt 
the wall of the berg could not be seen 
even when the hands touched It. The 
two explorers groped ns best they 
could along the slippery walls, both 
bands on the Ice and their bodies 
pressed against it. Halfway around 
they left the lee side nnd met the 
gale. It came like a solid thing. l>enr- 
lng them back and down. Not one 
Inch could they move against It. nnd 
further exposure meant death. They 
groped back, blinded, deafened and 
almost paralyzed with cold, to shelter. 
Then they commenced a toilsome hunt 
for a foothold on the lee side some¬ 
where. Toward morning they found a 
low spur or projection, upon which 
they scrambled and lay down perfect¬ 
ly exhausted In the snowdrifts, which 
grew each moment. To this they owed 
their lives, for the snow soon covered 
them and kept In the warmth of their 
bodies. 

They dared not sleep for fear of 
never waking, so they roused each 
other alternately. At last day broke, 
nnd the gale abated. Crawling over 
the snow, their garments frozen stiff 
as boards, their beards solid lamps of 
Ice, they managed to reach their tent. 
The lee had not broken, though it was 
cracked here nnd there. They took 
food, slept, fed their dogs, who were 
deep In the drifts, but alive, nnd then 
courageously went ahead, "not caring 
to be beaten.” ns Bcrnacchl expressed 
It. It was 8 o’clock ot night before 
they reached comp, but the next day 
they were exploring and taking photo¬ 
graphs and observations Just as usual.

Every owner or keeper of a dog ot three mon(hs 
old or over, shat) annually on or before thetfeMMfc 
4*1 of April cause to he registered, nakim, 
4 rstriked iad Iterated for one year from the filit 
day of the ensuing May in the office of the clerk of 
the city or town wherein said dog is kept, and shall 
cause it to wear around its neck a collar distinctly 
marked with its owner's na le and its registered 
number. 

An owner of a dog may at any time hare it li¬ 
censed until the first day of the ensuing May. and a 
person becoming the owner or keeper of a dog after 
the first day of May. not duly licensed, shall caupe 
it to be registered, numbered, described and licensed 
as provided in the preceding section. 

The fee for even license shall he in dellaM 
for a nale dog and Ire dollars fora fra sale dag. 

Whoever keeps a dog contrary to the provisions 
of this chapter shall forfeit dfleea dollars, fire of 
which shall be paid to the complainant and ten 
dollars to the treasurer of the county in which the 
dag is kept. • 

Every owner or keeper of dogs kept for breeding 
purposes may receive annually a special license 
authorizing him to keep such dogs upon the premi¬ 
ses described in said license.

The Middleboro authorities have Issued 
an order that all poultry must he confined 
on the owner’s premises. 

IIow can one expect good and profitable 
results from an industry in which he 
spends neither time nor energy ? Poultry 

keeping la an industry. 

Many trees are lost In transplanting by 
neglecting the proper catting back, thus 
leaving too much work for the crippled 
roots to accomplish. 

Animal manure applied to grapevines 
induce a rank, coarse growth of vines and 
foliage, which Is unfavorable to the 
growth of fruit. It Is far belter to use 
potash fertilizers. 

Do not be anxious for a big crowd of 
youngsters. Just breed a few good ones 
well bred, well reared, and you will do 
better than breeding a lot of good, bad 
and indifferent, probably more than you 
can accomodate, and more than you can 
dispose of readily. 

Experiments which have been carried 
out by nurserymen and orchardists in 
widely separated localities prove quite 
conclusively that the presence of red 
cedars near orchards is a prolific source 
of rust, which works a decided injury to 
the fruit and foliage. 

Where poultry are kept, there is of nec- 
cessity a certain amount of labor, and 
this work becomes a pleasure to the true 
fancier. He prefers to spend his even¬ 
ings in making coops for his chickens, or 
troughs and drinking vessels, to going 
out; and whatever he can do which will 
ultimately prove an advantage over his 
neighbor is entered into with zeal. 

There is hardly any combination of out¬ 
door pursuits which is more attractive 
than that to be found in the keeping of 
bees, the raising of poultry and the grow¬ 
ing of fruits and vegetables. The scale 
upon which the business should be con¬ 
ducted will depend upon circumstances, 
but followed even on a modest scale there 
is good return for painstaking effort. 

Clover Is coming to be regarded as one 
of the best substitutes for green food for 
poultry. Properly housed lv will furnish 
a bountiful supply of the best possible 
food for laying hens. After being chop¬ 
ped fine in a cutter made for the purpose, 

It is steamed and mixed with the food or 
fed without mixing; in either shape it is 
relished by the flock and does much to 
keep them in a healthy condition as well 
as to increase the supply of eggs. 

• 

Most people are agreed on the point 
that a hobby Is good for everyone, pro¬ 
vided such hobby is inuocent and does 
not cause the expenditure of money which 
shonld have been applied to the wants of 
the family or other such important claims. 
It is well for parents to train their child¬ 
ren to select some hobby w hllst young, 
such as the keeping of pigeons, rabbits, 
poultry, etc. For constant association 
with animals, train them to be naturally 
kind in disposition, and inculcate a love 
for dumb creatures. Gentleness of dis¬ 
position is to be admired at all times, and 
many owe their amiability to their early 
training, In having kept pets in their 
childhood.—American Stock Keeper.

ASPARAGUS PEST. 

No sooner do my tsparagus plants come 
up than a beetle attacks them. What is 
it? 

It is known as the asparagus beetle. 
The mature insects live through the win¬ 
ter under boards, bark or other dry 
refuse. As soon as the asparagus burst 
the ground they feed upon it, and lay eggs, 
which hatch in eight days. The grnbs do 
much damage, and are full grown in 
twelve days, when they bury themselves 
in the earth for ten days, to come forth 
as perfect beetles. There are three 
broods daring the summer. The best 
remedy Is to apply freshly slaked lime in 
the morning, while the dew is still on the 
plants; but it does good at other times 
Use a Paris green sifter, or make a duster 
of an old broom. Pyrethrum, or insect 
powder, either mixed with flour, or with 
water in the proportion of one ounce to 
three gallons of water, is also useful.

Genghis Khan, the Mongol chief, in 
the thirteenth century proved himself 
one of the world's greatest warriors. 
His tomb exists at Edchen Koro and 
Is described in Count de Lcsdaiu’s 
“From Pekin to Sikkim:” “Two small 
tents, one behind Hie other and con¬ 
nected by a very low inner door made 
of wornout felt and admitti:**; through 
their rents the rain and tlie wind, are 
the ‘monument’ destined to perpetuate 
the renown of the greatest conqueror- 
the world has known. The ashes ot 
the body of Genghis Khan are deposit¬ 
ed In a kind of chest cubic in shape 
and placed <>n a wooden support made 
of small colored pillars adorned with 
paintings on all its sides except that 
facing south, which is covered with a 
finely worked copperplate represent¬ 
ing a divinity surrounded by four ani¬ 
mals which are not easy to identify. 
The tomb, in fact, lias not always 
been here, but it is difficult to know 
exactly where tlie first descendants of 
the great emperor laid bis remains.”

1 hear n number of Americans say 
they would like to live iu England. 
I've lived in England, aud I don't want 
to live there any more. Iu the first 
place, they have as many annoyances 
11 s xve have, if not more. In the sec¬ 
ond. their methods of travel are anti¬ 
quated. especially railroad travel. 

While I xvas liviug in London I just 
thought 1 xvijujil like to see something 
that looked like virgin country. Bd 
lived in America, where I could hunt 
real game und catch fish. I don’t 
mean murdering tame deer in a grove. 

1 mean shooting a wild moose in a 
forest. 1 got stuck on the Idea one 
day of going lishing In some of the 
streams near London. I borrowed 
some fishing tackle nml took a train, 
getting out at a station where they 
told me there was a stream. And in 
the stream they led me to believe there 
were fish. In tlie last part they lied to 
me. There Isn't any fish or game in 
England that doesn't belong to some 
one, usually to a big lord xx'hose ances¬ 
tors shot xvild game and caught wild 
tisn a thousand years ago. 

I sat clown by tlie side of that stream 
three mortal hours xvithout seeing my 
cork hob once. Then I leaned my hack 
up against a tree, still holding on to 
my rod, and xvent to sleep. I was 
awakened by a distant railway whis¬ 
tle, and it suddenly occurred to me to 
take tlie coming train to London. I 
jumped up in a hurry, reeled in ray 
lino nml made for tlie station, just 
reaching it in time. There were a man 
and a woman In tlie compartment. I 
took a farther corner anil was settling 
myself to continue my nap when the 
woman got up and began to howl for 
tiie guard. He didn't come quick 
enough to suit her, and she pulled the 
cord. Tlie train slowed up, and when 
the guard came along, trying to find 
out what was the matter, she cried: 
‘‘Let me out! Let me out! Quick!’’ 
lie opened the door, and she got into 
another compartment, the man also 
getting out at the same time. 

The train went on, anil I was xvon- 
dering what had bothered them when 
I felt something tickle my xvrist.

I gasped for breath at my situation. 
It xvQuld have been bad enough in 
America, but in England, xvhere the 
people are so nfraid they’ll see some¬ 
body with liis clothing awry, the 
thought of people getting Into the com- 
pnrtmcnt with me, to hurry out on 
seeing my want of costume, and my 
arrival in London In that condition 
was truly horrible. At the first station 
several people started to come in, but 
I got rid of them. I pretended I was 
insane, making the most frightful faces 
at them. At one station I snxv a pretty 
girl coining, and before she got to the 
door I began to talk gibberish and 
laugh. It may seem funny, but I tell 
you there was nothing funny In it at 
the time. In tliis way I succeeded in 
driving people away, nnd at last, it 
being reported to tlie guard that there 
was an insane man in the compart¬ 
ment, lie made sure that I couldn’t es¬ 
cape. 

When xve reached the Loudon sta¬ 
tion fully half the passengers who got 
off croxvdcd around my compartment. 
Most of the.men and some of tlie wo¬ 
men waited while the authorities tele¬ 
phoned to an asylum for keepers to 
come and take me axvay. Of course I 
couldn't leave the car and go out be¬ 
fore all these people with no trousers 
on my legs.

How¬ 
ever, he listened to my story—I keep¬ 
ing mum about being an American— 
nnd when I asked him to send to my 
hotel for a pair of trousers lie con¬ 
sented.

THE KETTLEDRUM. 

It Is an Instrument That Is Pretty Dif¬ 
ficult to Handle. 

Tlie kettledrum has been so far ini- 
Proved that it has a pitch; In fact, it 
contains the large range of four notes. 

It is, as Its name shows, a copper ket- 
111 *. nr basin, covered over with skin, 
which can be tightened or loosened l>v 
screws placed around the edge. Drums 
of tills shape were us 4 * 4 l by the Rom¬ 
ans, and even earlier by the Greeks 
and Etruscans. But they were not 
known in western Europe before the 
crusades. 

Although It may appear so. the ket- 
tledrum is not at all an easy instru¬ 
ment to manage, for in ord(*r to got 
each 1 *f the four notes the plaj'er has 
to turn all tlie screws and adjust the 
parchment anew. Eor this reason ket- 
tli*drums are often used in pairs, one 
tumal to the keynote, the other to the 
fourth below. In this way the drum¬ 
mer lias alwaj's tlie two chief notes In 
tin* scale to work upon, and if the com¬ 
poser lias not exacted much from him 
lu* will have quite an easy tiuie. But 
when v. change of key is approaching 
It is quite exciting to watch the drum¬ 
mer screwing and unscrewing the 
the drum and lightly tapping to hear if 
the pitch is true, and if we recollect 
that he often has to tune his drum 
while tlie whole orchestra Is lifting up 
its voice iie realize that he must be 
no mean musician; that he must pos¬ 
sess an exqnisitclj’ sensitive and well 
trained i*ar and a steady hand and 
nerve as well.—Jessie K. MacDonald 
In St. Nicholas. 

MODERN ROYALTY.

Kings were formerly tragedies when 
they were evil and great benefactors 
when they were both good ami wise. 
Now they are perilously near the bor¬ 
der line of comedy, which slides easily 
down into farce.—Cleveland Leader.

The earliest application of the clep¬ 
sydra principle to produce motion was 
by Tslang Hung. A. D. 120. who made 
sm “orrery" representing the apparent 
motion of the heavenly Ixxlies around 
the earth, which was kept going by 
dropping w ater. In the sixth century i 
■of the Christian era an Instrument was 
in use in China which indicated the 
course of time by the weight of watei 
as it gradually came from the beak ol 
a bird and was received in a vessel 
on a balance, every pound representing 
a one-hundredth part of the day ol 
twenty-four hours. About this time 
mercury began to be employed in 
clepsydras instead of water.

A “Deer Take” In England's Old¬ 
est Deer Park. 

WOUNDED UNTIL HE GASPS. 

— 

The Game Animal Is Mercilessly 

Driven Hither and Yon, Through 

Lake and Wood, Until He Falls Ex¬ 
hausted, Though Undaunted. 

Parts of certain great parks in Eng 
land, such as Fridge park, the eldest 
deer park lit the kingdom, are kept j 
practically wild hi their original forest j 
state, while near to the rustle is the I 
cultivated home park Fridge park • 
contains ;;.<nki acres and is the only 
estate in England, with one exception, 
where deer taking with lieunds is still 
carried on. Eridge park once formed i 
part of the royal chase it still retains 
the wild beauty It then had. although ! 
there are more than seventy miles of | 
lovely drives in it. not counting those 
of the home park. 

Deer taking Is entirely different from j 
deer hunting. The object is to take j 
the animals alive so that they may be 
transferred to the home park to be fat I 
teneil and eventually turned Into ven i 
Ison. 

The sjmrt Is by no means as tame as 
It sounds. A seven to nine year old 
red deer Is an awkward customer to ! 
tackle. lie Is powerful, agile and well 
armed with antlers and hoofs. 

When there is to be a deer taking at 
Eridge park the meet is planned for 11 
o'clock at the park keeper's house. 
The underkeepers, with fresh hounds, 
are scattered through the park to head 
off the stag should he come their way 

The underkeepers having spread 
themselves over the park, the park 
keeper, with the "field" (those follow 
ing mounted and on footi set off to 
find a deer which looks ready for fat¬ 
tening purposes. Having selected one. 
it is the work of the keeper to get him 
separated from the rest and then to 
slip his hound and set after him as 
hard as we can gallop. The pace, of 
course, is tremendous, and as rabbit 
holes abound tlie risk of a fall is even 
betting or. rather, a trifle of odds on 
the certainty of our “taking a toss." 
As our deer bounds away with ids 
wonderfully easy, elastic movements 
he makes for the wildest part of the 
park, expecting to escape his pursuers. 

In one place after another tie is met 
with hidden keepers and fresh hounds, 
till with the Instinct of his species he 
turns to what in* thinks Is Ids sanc¬ 
tuary the lakes. With open mouth 
and tongue nuthanging in* plunges a 
good fifteen feet Into the water and 
swims for the opposite bank. Gasp¬ 
ing and tiring, he lands on what he 
hopes is freedom from his pursuers. 
But. alas, no! Yet another fresh hound 
Is after him. What can he do? He Is 
too pumped with Ids already hard 
burst to face the hill before him. 

lie turns around and tears down 
through tlie bracken with a hound on 
each side of him, ready to pull him 
down if they get but half a chance. 

It is a dingdong race, under trcc*s. 
through bogs and bracken, up and 
down delis and brinks, smashing head¬ 
long through everything, anything, to 
reach the shelter of the friendly 
water once again. With a mighty 
spring in* Is In again. For a moment 
there Is breathing space, for now the 
keepers and hounds, yet some way off. 
are making for the poor beast, which 
Is In the middle of the lake. Away he 
swims with graceful movement of bis 
noble bead, glancing all around tit his 
pursuers, but with bis mind fixed on 
Ills line of retreat. He reaches the 
shore, and. with dripping sides, he Is 
out upon the bank. 

Again he makes an effort to bafile 
and leave behind those clinging hounds 
that would hear him down. And now 
two great hounds tire stretching them¬ 
selves out to their utmost pace. Side 
by side they race after their tiring 
quarry; lu another minute they will 
have him. The stag, however, man¬ 
ages to make a spurt, though he is 
now stiffening rapidly, and just 
reaches some park palings surrounding 
the big lake. 

In an instant he has turned on his 
pursuers, and with head down and up¬ 
raised fore leg he is prepared to fight 
to the death. A hound rushes in. but 
In a twinkling he is on his back, 
hurled away like a piece of wood. 
This checks the other hound, which 
dodges and bays around the stag. 
Seeing that things are now getting a 
bit too warm for him, the stag sudden¬ 
ly turns round and. smashing the pal¬ 
ings like match wood, finds himself 
again iu the Icy water of the big lake. 
Away and away he swims, up this 
long stretch, the water seeming to re¬ 
vive him, for he swims the eastern 
length, three-quarters of a mile, and 
then lands at the far end while we 
follow on the shore. He swims till his 
feet touch the ground and stands fac¬ 
ing us. 

All we can do now Is to cud the situ¬ 
ation as speedily as possible. A keeper 
deftly throws a rope with a loose 
knot over the stag’s antlers. In a 
moment four burly keepers are haul¬ 
ing him out by the ropes. It Is now a 
■low march to his feeding ground In 
the home park. Slowly the procession 
•moves, never a slackening of the rope 
hr the hpld on the antlers. Through 
the gate dividing tbe parks be Is 
brought, an unwilling prisoner, though 
undaunted. This ends the deer taking.

Must be Licensed 

ON • *K IIEFOIIE 

APRIL thirtieth. 

Or the Owners or Keepers thereat 
Liable to a Fine. 

Extracts from the Laws of this Commonwealth 



Every owner or keeper . f a fio? <-f three month* 
old or over, shall annul'-, on r be.ort the thirtieth 

ihjr of April cause to ire rrnlMrrrh, auiabrrr*. 

dr-rrlbrd and llrra^rd t? r one ve.ir fr m the first 

day of the ensuini* May in the office of the cierk of 
the city or town wherein sa.d doy is kept, and shall 
cause it to wear around its nee s a collar distinctly 
marked with its owner's name and its registered 
number. 

An owner of a dos; may at anv time have it li¬ 
censed until the first day of the ensuing May,ami a 
person becoming the owner or keeper of a dog al ter 
the first day of May. not duly licensed, shall cause 
it to be registered, numbered, described and licensed 
as provided in the preceding sec:: n. 

The Ter for every llrrnsr shall hr two dollar* 
for a male dog and llvr dollars for a Ornate dog. 

Whoever keeps a dog contrary tj the provision 
of this chapter shall forfeit IlfOra dollars, five ot 
which shall be paid fi> the complainant and ten 
dollars to the treasurer of tlie county in which the 
da£ is kept. 

Every owner or keeper of dogs kept for breeding 
purposes may receive annually a special license 
authorizing him to keep such dogs upon the premi¬ 
ses described in said license. When the number of 
dogs so kept does not exceed five, the tee for such 
license shall be Iwraly-llve dollars, when the num¬ 
ber of dogs :o kept exceeds five, the fee shall be 
■fly dollar*, and no fee shall be required for the 
dogs of such owner or keeper, under the age of six 
months. 

Any owner or keeper of a dog not duly licensed, 
which becomes three months old alter the thirtieth 
day of April in any year, shall, whene'er it is three 
months old, cause it to be registered, numbered, de¬ 
scribed and licensed until the first day of the ensu¬ 
ing May, as|provided ill section eighty of chapter 
one hundred and two of the Public Statutes, and 
shall cause it to wear around :ts neck a collar dis¬ 
tinctly marked with its owner's name and its regis¬ 
tered number.

Don't stult your hens all day and expect 
them to lay. Make them scratch for a 
living, as yon do. 

Don't leave an ax sticking where some 
one will fall on it, or stick scythes, hatch¬ 
ets or tools overhead to fall and hurt 
some one. 

The only sure aud safe way to keep 
large Hocks, whether young or old. is to 
separate them into small lots, each one to 
occupy a place for Itself. 

Hens have a way of settling disputes over 
a nest that often results Su scrambled 
eggs. The hen that is given a setting of 
choice eggs should be set where there 
will be no trouble with other hens. 

Watering is often far better than wait¬ 
ing till a horse is almost choked aud then 
letting him have all he can drink. Many 
horses are spoiled by the latter method, 
while no one ever hurt, a horse by fre¬ 
quent watering. 

Make the rows long and straight, so as 
to use the horse-cultivator or wheel-hoe 
to the best of advantage. Stir the ground 
after plantin':, often,—after each rain, or 
about once In ten days anyhow.

Tho Heart of tho Hailstone. 

If It were not f«>r the countless tril¬ 
lions of dust particles that float sepa¬ 
rately Invisible in the atmosphere there 
could be no raindrops, snow crystals 
or hailstones. I-’rom a perfectly dust 
less atmosphere the moisture would de 
scend in ceaseless rain without drops. 
The dust particles serve as nuclei 
about which the vapor gathers. The 
snow crystal is tlie most beautiful cre¬ 
ation of the aerial moisture, and the 
hailstone Is the most extraordinary. 
The heart of every hailstone Is a tiny 
atom of dust. Such an atom, with a 
little moisture condensed about It is 
the germ from which may grow a hail¬ 
stone capable of felling a man or 
smashing a window. But first it must 
be caught up by a current of air and 
carried to the level of the lofty cirrus 
clouds, five or six or even ten miles 
high. Then, continually growing by 
fresh accessions of moisture, it begins 
its plunge to the earth, spinning 
through the clouds and flushing In the 
sun like a diamond bolt shot from a 
rainbow.

Shoe Industry. 

Another week lias brought little cliaugc 
in the aspects of the shoe ami leather 
markets. New business in the shoe Hue 
does not develop as manufacturers desire. 
Some to be sure have secured fall orders 
sufficient to warrant continued operations 
in a conservative manner, but others are 
not so well situated, and unless contracts 
are secured soon they must close their 
plants with the completion of present 
jobs. 

Although the time for placing orders 
f>>r making fall and winter goods is short¬ 
ening, there is still abroad that same spi¬ 
rit of procrastination which lias cliaract 
eri/.ed buyers for weeks. They cling to 
tiie belief that the repeal of the duty ou 
hides Ivy this Congress will be the key to 
unlock the door to lower prices, and noth¬ 
ing can persuade them that such a repeal 
is not assured. Consequently they hold 
it to be poor business tact to buy future 
delivery goods ou a falling market of raw 
material 

Local retail trade feels the usual after- 
holiday relapse, and is affected hy the 
prevailing temperature. Staple goods 
move as usual, and there is some business 
in bronze lines of women's goods. 

Wholesalers are doing a very conserva¬ 
tive business and are simply covering the 
orders of their salesmen. This kind of 
business Is small In the estimation of man¬ 
ufacturers: at the same time it helps 
them In their time of need. 

Manufacturers are cutting close to their 
daily production. Men's medium and good 
grades of satin and grain leather are be- 
iug made iu small lots, as also tiie bluch¬ 
ers ami high cut heavy lines. Slipper 
makers are finding a quick demand for 
spot or near by delivery goods. Demand 
for women’s shoes is improving. Chil¬ 
dren's shoes are extensively ordered, and 
makers of these goods have plenty of work 
ahead for several mouths. 

Reports from shoe manufacturing cen¬ 
tres west of the Hudson River show that 
the factories are in better condition regar¬ 
ding fall orders than are some of the New 
England plants. Salesmen representing 
Chicago houses are sending in fair-sized 
orders for fall shipment in good volume 
Cincinnati manufacturers have no fanlt 
to find with their fall prospects. St. 
Louts plants are getting Jready to start od 
fall goods. All this points to satisfact¬ 
ory business condition, once the tide 
turns. 

Retailers are securing patronage as the 
w arm weather conies along. At present 
purchasers show a preference toward 
black leathers, patents and gun metals in 
particular: there is also some sale of wiue 
colors. The tratllc in tans is expected to 
develope as the vv arm weather approaches 
and appearances indicate tiiat it will be 
heavy. 

••If the leather gives good service.” 

That is the the contingency which gov¬ 
erns the bronze leather shoe business. 
The intimation of a doubt is prompted 
because} of fake Lathers which have been 
produced and are on the market. Too 
inucti care cannot be taken by manufact¬ 
urers. w holesalers and retailers tc insure 
the production and handling of shoes 
made of ••bronze" leather, not “bronzed” 
or otherw ise the craze for this color will 
kill itself and leave discredited stock in 
the hands of the trade 

The approach of w arm weather usually 
promotes the sale of low-cut shoes for 
women's wear, but, in spite of increased 
sales of Oxfords and pumps, a lively In¬ 
terest in boots has been reported. The 
so-called “jib-top" has attractions that 
are seductive, and the tasteful designs of 
the novelties offered have stimulated the 
sale of goods not usually called for at this 
period of changing seasons 

The demand for broDze goods contin¬ 
ues and the best grades especially, have a 
market 

leather dealers are anticipating a break 
In the dullness, to occur before long in 
their favor, as they claim that shoe man¬ 
ufacturers must begln^sooff to make goods ’ 
New orders for leather have been very 
scarce recently, the bulk of the leather 
moving being deliveries of previous con-' 
tracts, so a market is expected to develop 
rapidly when the opening is made.—Bos¬ 
ton Transcript.

A good Soldier. 

The following i* an extract fnun a let¬ 
ter written by Major Loring W. Mt zzev, 
formerly Quartermaster of the 12th Reg't. 
M. V. anil Coininissarx • >! SutiMMiuice in 
the Army of the Potomac, now f I.ix- 
ington. Maas. 

“In isr.l I hail tii'o. R. Davis of the 
12th Regt. detailed in the Quartermasters 
Dept, while we were stationed at Fort 
Warren. Boston Harbor and lie remained 
with tne in the Held, during the three 
years that the regt. served After his 
muster out in 1804 he returned as a citi¬ 
zen employer in the ('omtuisiary Dept, of 
•the Army of the Potomac and served with 
me until the close of the war 1805. brave, 
zealous and faithful, I had no belter sol¬ 
dier in the department. He also superin¬ 
tended the issueof Rations to the starving 
| Rebel Army at Appomatox and with me 
saluted Gen. R. K Lee as we passed his 
quarters. Few soldiers of our army can 
say that they sainted Gen. Lee while on 
i duty or ever saw the rebel arnjy as we 
did upon tiiat great day I greatly regret 
I did not know of Davis' death iti time to 
attend his funeral." 

To such authority as Major Muzzej's 
nothing need be added, but thousands of 
men who have felt the pangs of hunger 
while lighting for months in the Kartli 
Works about Petersburg would gladly 
testify to the zeal and valor shown by 
Comrade Davis in getting his wagons 
close to front. His duty was the care and 
slaughter of beef and the stiperintendanee 
of distribution of rations to the troops 
and lie did it. No obstacles deterred, no 
cannonading daunted when he had the 
rations lie was bound to get them to the 
boys whether in quiet camp or red hot 
firing line. 

It was by no means rare in those days, 
but its a tlrst class quality of courage 
i sh'ovvn by a non-combatant whose duty 
takes him from the wagon camp in some 
peaceful glade, or safely hid behind the 
hills out into the open where stray solid 
shot are rolling along the ground a mile 
away from battle line, on. where the hot 
shells are shrieking through the air, still 
on where the tiny bullets whistle and buzz 
like a swarm of busy bumble bees. Being 
on detached duty myself in l s, li! I saw 
Comrade Davis often and can endorse 
Comrade Muzzy's sentiment.

Amendment to Town By-Laws. 


Town Clerk’s Office, Wcvmouth, 
April rS, .909. ' 

The following amendment to the By-Laws of the 
Town have been approved by the Attorney-General: 

1. No hawker or piddler shall hawk or peddle 
fruitor vegetables not produced by himsclfor family 
within the Town of Wey mouth unless he is dufv 
licensed by the Hoard of Selectmen, or licensed by 
the Secretary of the Commonwealth to hawk or 
peddle in Weymouth, in accordance with Sect. 10, 
Chap. 6; of the Revised Laws. When s 0 licensed 
he shall be assigned a number bv the Board of 
Selectmen to be worn or exposed in sucii manner 
as the Hoard shall prescribe. 

*. A hawker or peddler shall pay for license as 
set forth in Section i the sum of ten dollars, unless 
otherwise provided by law. 

3. No hawker or peddler shall hawk or peddle 
within the town of Weymouth, books, newspapers, 
pamphlets, fuel, provisions, ice, live animals, agri¬ 
cultural implements, until he has recorded his name 
or residence with the Hoard of Selectmen and has 
been assigned by them a number to be worn or ex¬ 
posed in such manuer as the Board shall prescribe. 

4. There shall be no fee for recording name and 
residence and assignment of number as set forth in 
Section 3. 

5. No person licensed as set forth in Section i 
shall cry lus wares to the disturbance of the peace 
and comfort of the inhabitants of the town. 

■6. Every person licensed as set forth in SecfionX* 
1 and 3 shall, if he uses any kind of conveyance, 
have in addition to the number assigned to him, as 
set forth in Sections i and 3, his name upon his 
vehicle in letters at least two inches in height. 

7. Whoever violates any of the provisions of the 
preceding-Sections of this By-Law shall be iiableto 
a tine of not more than twenty dollars for each 
offence. , '.y .. i.
